Petal Tussle

‘“‘We’re probably in the best shape 
we’ve ever been,’’ is the reassuring pro- 
nouncement from Hornet football team 
trainer Lou Crowl — the man who knows 
more about SSC gridders’ health than 
anyone else. 

And that statement is even more wel- 
come coming prior to the Sac State 
clash with Grambling College inthe much- 
heralded Junior Rose Bowl, Concerning 
that upcoming tilt, Crowl is confident 
that ‘‘we’ll be 100 per cent, unless some- 
thing happens before then.’’ 

Nothing in the way of a major injury 
is too likely to occur though, especially 
in view of the extra safety measures 
the Hornet trainer takes to proiect his 
charges. Among those precautions are 
the requirement that al! players wear 
high-top cleats in practice, and the taping 
or bracing of the knees of all boys with 
histories of knee trouble or operations, 


Tape and Wrap 


During all games, Crowl tapes or wraps 
the ankles of practically all the players 
on the squad, to protect against breaks 
or sprains, Also, special fiberglass 
padding is constructed to shield rib in- 
juries such as the minor one nursed by 
star quarterback Lyle James — or to 
protect other vulnerable spots like the 
hips, thighs or arms. The plastic casts 
are padded with rubber, and because of 
the regulation that no fiberglass may 
be worn below the elbow, this type of 
padding is not at all dangerous to the 
opposition, either, 

Crowl, who is in his eighth year as 
the Green and Gold trainer, started this 
type of work as a physical therapy major

The SSC trainer has been a key man 
behind the scenes all through the Hornets 
satisfying 1968 campaign which netted 
a bow! berth against a reknowned collegiate 
powerhouse, and Sac State fans can bet 
on one thing — no one is going to make 
the Hornets look sick. They’re just 
too healthy for that.

University Vs. Multiversity

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SANTA BARBARA — To insist that a university ought to be a center 
of independent thought is to advocate the abandonment of the multi- 
versity, it is to argue in favor of different types of institutions to 
perform different functions, 

he principle of institutional differentiation might mean, for example, 
a tremendous expansion, outside the universiiy of government and 
tm:siness laboratories. It might mean the proliferation, outside the 
university, of independent institutes for applied research and practical 
advice and the collection of information about current political, economic 
and social phenomena. It might mean the widespread construction, 
outside the university, of technical training schools. It might mean that 
the university would give up teaching freshmen and sophomores, some 
thing the multiversity does very badly. 

Somewnere in this distracted world there have to be centers of 
understanding and criticism where representatives of the great in- 
tellectual disciplines and their students come together in a common 
effort to discover what light an intellectual community can shed on the 
major problems of modern man. This task is so difficult that an 
institution that undertakes it must confine itself to it if it is to have any 


hope of success. 


Since I was a child of the parsonage, I fell under the early and 
ineradicable influence of Protestant hymns. The line that keeps running 
through my head is, ‘‘Reclothe us in our rightful mind.” 

Without passing on the controversial issue of whether the origina! 
addressee of this request is alive or dead, I think it is not blasphemous 
to direct it now to the university. A child of the parsonage perhaps may 
be permitted to say that the university is that terrestria) instrument 
which the author of our being has placed at our disposa! for the purpose 
of getting us clothed and when necessary, reclothed in our rightful mind. 

rhe present necessity seems evident. The lunacies to which all 
nations are committed are too numerous and too well known to mention. 
\nd against them the institutions that had authority in the past are of 
little avail. These institutions have lost authority because thes have 
lost legitimacy and they have lost legitimacy because they have 
compromised their integrity through weakness, venality and ambition, 
through the desire for popularity and the lack of any clear compre- 
hension of their purpose. 


This has been the fate, in varying degrees, of government, law, the 
church and the family. It is rapidly becoming the fate of the univ ersity. 
The university is a complicated collection of cross-purposes. Naturally, 
the students are in revolt against it; for they cannot undersiand it. 
lhe pubiic, which has not bothered to try to understand the univer sity, 
is mystified by the students. 

Politicians fish in troubled waters. They make no effort to under- 
Stand the university: They get headlines by attacking the students, 
reminding them that their education is paid for by the state, and calling 
on them to accept passively the rules andthe curriculum of an institution 
that does not make sense. 

If an institution is to command the allegiance of its constituency, it 
must have an intelligent purpose. That purpose must reflect the real 
needs of the constituency. I suggest that the American univ ersity might 
gain the devotion of us all! if it announced that its sole purpose was to 
reciothe us in our rightful mind.

Switch- 
ig Campuses as often as majors, 
he entered college at St. Mary’s 
College, came to SSC, went to 
Delta College, into the Air Force 
for four years, to the | niversity 
of the Pacific and returned to SS( 
last February. 


Free—Lance Photog 


A resident of Davis, where his 
wife of 11 months is a graduate 
student in history, Jones works 
as a sewing machine and vacuum 
repairman and a free lance photo- 
grapher “specializing in icci- 
dents’. In the interest of photo- 
graphy he has converted his 


“spacious bathroom into a dark- 


room.’’ 
After four years in the service, 


during which he was ‘“busted’’ 
twice and traveled ‘‘everywhere 
except Australia’, Jones is writing 
a book about “what a farce the 
armed forces are.”’ Besides being 
an author and photographer, he is 
a musician who has played the 
guitar for eight years and learned 
to play the base, organ and drums 
while in the Air Force. In Ger- 
many, he organized a five member 
jazz group, the Esquires, which 
played German clubs for a year 
and a half. ‘*Those old guys who 
never heard real jazz before went 
nuts,’’ explained Jones. 

all, thin and always wearing 
dark glasses, Jones frequently 
“bums"’ cirgarettes and usually 
is willing to talk, In the class- 
room, his is the first name every - 
one learns. His witticisms and 
comments help keep the class 
interested. Often, Jones is src- 
cessful in diverting a professor 
and engaging him in a tangent on 
service experiences or politics. 


About Himself 


About himself Jones had these 
comments: 

~ “I was the guy whose teachers 
always said — he’s such a bright 
boy but he’s warped, he’ll never 
go anywhere.’’ 

- “I always wanted to write 
pornography but my big ambition 
is to be adopted by William Ran- 
dolph Hearst and take over his 
chain of newspapers.’* 

— ‘‘The trouble with the Ameri- 
can people is that they don’t listen 
to me,”’ 

Jones, who someday would like

to write a column like “Malice” 
on a national level, thinks the 
*‘most important thing inthe world 
is a press, free to operate without 
interference from pressure 
groups.”’ 

Jones, who reportedly receives 
much ‘hate mail’, threats, and 
delegations in response to his 
column says he disregards them. 
He is ‘glad if people like ‘Malice’ 
but doesn’t give a damn if they 
don’t’ 

“A college should be a place 
where there’s a free exchange of 
ideas of all kinds and that’s why 
1 never attack an idea itself.’ 

“But if | write a column calling 
someone illiterate, | usually get 
an illiterate letter in response,” 
he said. 

rhe author, who reads ‘ey ery- 
thing, even bottles,” is serious 
about the issues he has raised, 
The ‘only people who laughed 
when attacked,”’ he said, ‘‘were 
from the experimental college,’* 

Always good for several letters 
to the editor are his anti-Greeks 
Stand -- ‘They belong in the 
1930's’? ~ and his anti lights cam- 
paign —*‘‘ Footbal! builds character 
but so does poverty and we don’t 
subsidize poverty”’. 

Jones, who says he is the ‘*kind 
of husband who watches football 
on TV all day Sunday and drinks 
beer’’, would like to have an 
English bulldog because ‘“*they’re 
SO raunchy’, His other likes: 
rhythm and blues, Otis Redding, 
Wilson Pickett and the Falcons, 
and the old James Brown.

Rock-throwing, jeers and a 
hassle on a sound truck, marked 
Monday’s reopening of San Fran- 
cisco State College. 

At lunchtime Monday student 
strikers hurled rocks through the 
administration building windows, 

City police drove a group of 
about 60 Negro and white students 
out of the building while militant 
speakers harangued a crowd of 
about 1,000 outside. 

Rocks and bricks showered the 
corner where the new acting pres- 
ident, Dr. S,L, Hayakawa, has his 
offices, Earlier in the day, the 
acting chief had been involved in 
a brief scuffle with some of the 
demonstrators, 

Dr, Hayakawa had mounted a 
sound truck, trying to disconnect 
the speaker over which student 
militants were urging contin- 
uation of the strike. A crowd of 
about 150 pulled and pushed at 
him, snatching his cap and grabbing 
at his arm, The encounter was 
a brief one,

24, anonstudent, who were manning 
the truck for the SDS, They were 
booked for disturbing the peace, 
Officers then drove the truck away 
from the campus. The sound 
truck had been banned from the 
grounds under the ‘‘state of 
emergency’ the president de- 
clared last Saturday. 


After the early morning 
encounter, all remained quiet until 
lunchtime when the Black Students 
Union started a rally outside the 
administration building. A brief 
broadcast from the building 


ordered them to disperse, Instead, 
the crowd converged on the steps. 

Police quickly ejected the in- 
vaders without physical contact, 
then stood guard as the rally went 
on, 

Missiles sailing out of the crowd 
broke at least two windows. George 
Murray, Black Panther militant 
whose suspension was one of the 
issues in the strike, appeared and

Pachuco: Zoot-Suited, Jive-Talking Mexican?

Thesis, antithesis, .. synthesis! 
Anglo, Mexican, . . Pachuco! Two 
cultures clashed and gave birth to 
a new cultural expression, neither 
thoroughly Mexican nor Anglo, but 
a  congiomeration with varying 
degrees of Angloness and Mex- 
icaness, This would be the positive 
explanation of how the Pachuco 
came to be. Unfortunately, this 
racist society of ours perpetrated 
another crime on a minority by 
stereotyping the Pachuco as a 
discredit to his race, (The exact 
derivation of the name Pachuco is 
unknown. It was probably in Mexico 
or E} Paso, Texas, but Los Angeles 
is where it became wel! known), 

The mass media played up this 
definition of Pachuquismo and pro- 
vided ammunition for the pre judic - 
ed. The same negative image of 
the Pachuco still exists today. 
(Contrasting this view with the 
positive image immortalized by a 
zoot-suited, jive-talking Mexican 
film star, Tin Tan, you find a 
more understanding approach to 
this problem on the part of the 
Mexicans), 

Our famous Supremacist of 
Public Destruction, Slapsie — 
Maxie Rafferty, once referred to 
the Pachuco riots of 1943 in a 
manner that showed he had bought 
the Anglo interpretation, They all 
look the same anyway don’t 
judge them as individuais but fit 
them into a few well chosen stereo- 
types **peon, revolutionary, 
bandido, pachuco, etc.’’ Besides 
the fallacies of labeling, the 
Pachuco was rendered a further 
abuse by a totally negative in- 
terpretation, 

Was there anything original, 
positive, or beneficial that sprung 
up from this child of two cultures’? 
This Chicano will give a more 
enlightened presentation to allow 
the reader to judge for themselves, 


so 


Pachuco Revolution 


The Pachuco revolution was 
primarilty an urban development of 
the late thirties and early forties, 
with Los Anglees being the center. 
It was a forewarning of the idea 
of the Chicanada — a blending of 
two cultures to make a new name, 
This mixture was not necessarily 
of equal cultural portions, The 
Anglo community had the over- 
whelming advantage of controlling 
major institutions, but the Mexican 
fought to keep his culture alive. 
After a hundred years the Chicano 
was able to keep a major historical 
culture functional if not intact 
and this with Anglo hindrance 
rather than accommodation. 

This second-generation native 
born broke the boundaries of the 
barrios and visited other more 
exclusive lily-white areas of the 
city, encountered discrimination 
and fought back, Not able to gain 
entrance as first-class citizens 
and refusing second-class status, 
these rebels withdrew into their 
own group and evolved their own 
thing — although still not giving 
up the fight as many of them per- 
sisted in being recognized as 
worthy individuals without dis- 
claiming their Mexican heritage. 
Their home life, steeped in 
Mexican culture, was in conflict 
with the values and attitudes of 
the wider Anglo community, Never 
able to thoroughly reconcile this 
dilemma, they developed their own 
language, dress and method 
of operating culturally. The gang 
was the vehicle for this as it 





currently is for other subcultural 
groups in urban areas, (Today, 
approximately 85% of the Chicanos 
live in urban areas.) The idea of 
the gang serves a useful function 
for adolescents of all social 
classes and particularly so when 
they are a minority that is kept 
bottled-up. 


Harrassment 


Power structure harrassmem 
had always existed, but became 
more intense when something out- 
side the cultural mainstream was 
put together by these Chicanos. 
The climax was reached in June, 
1943, in an isolated in. ident, when 
some Pachuwos jumped some 
servicemen, The news mniedia 
Played it up — as they similarly 
played up the Watts Revolt of 1965 
~~ and brandished headlines that 
served to arouse dormant racist 
passions. 

Thousands of Anglo servicemen 
and civilians marched the streets 
of East Los Angeles beating up 
Pachucos with zoot-suits and when 
they couldn’t find enough to whet 
their bloodthirsty appetites pro- 
ceeded to harrass anyone with 
dark skin — the darker the better. 
Twelve and thirteen-year-old 
Chicanos who got in the way also 
were assaulted. Where was the 
placa (Police)? They were 
following the white wolves and 
mopping up any victims that had 
escaped annihilation, And as a 
kick in the huevos arrested the 
pulpy dark ones for distrubing the 
peace, 

This so called Pachuco riot was 
just @ notoriously grand example 
of what goes on everyday in the 
barrios, The Harrassment Squad 
still wears the badge of superiority 
in 1968, 


Zoot-Suit 
To show how far public 


authorities will goto crush cultural 
differences, the L.A, City Council 


made it a misdemeanor to wear 


a Zoot-suit. What was this sub- 
versive apparel? Direct from 
another sub-cultural group in 


Harlem, as epitomized by CabCal- 
loway, the Zoot-suit was a unique 
innovation in fronts. The Pachuco 


adopted this style and added hic 
own variations, He preferred the 
term ‘‘drapes’’ rather than Zoot- 
suit, The duck-tailed hair-do, 
wide shoulders, long coat to knees, 
pant waist under the armpits, pants 
pegged tightly at the ankle, heavily 
soled shoes, long chain (not to 
whip your head, but to swing as 
you cooly stroll the block), and 
generously brimed hat (as opposed 
to stingy brim) with long feather 
(to accentuate our Indianess) made 
up this Pachuco outfit. Some were 
all out radicals, while others went 
from moderate to conservative in 
style. (Even I as a five-year 
old had my “drapes.’’) This style 
of dress was not only for looking 
cool, but also to dance the jitter- 
bug better as only a bopster could. 
Quite expectedly the racist Anglo 
press picked up the term 7oot

between the mereiy funny and true 
Slapstick comedy, 

But Bursby Buckly and his 
‘foolish faculty’’ came through! 
At the precise moment whenorder 
was threatening to rear its ugly 
head and make sense out of this 
great comedy, Bursby threw inhis 
shock troops. 

Fnter the ‘Big Apple Anar- 
chists!"’ They literally stopped the 
show, Instantly Bursby Buckly, 
by the introduction of these dancing 
dervishes, was able to bring bed- 
lam to the production, This 
reviewer has never seen anything 
so funny! Encore, ole, and 23 
skidoo to you, Bursby Buckly! 

At this point the audience was 
literally rolling in the aisles, Or 


suiter and used it as a derogatory 
characterization of the Mexican, 


The alienation felt and the 
pressure to arrange other cultural 
patterns brought the most unique 
creation by the Pachuco gen- 
eration. This was in the speech 
idiom, A mixture of Spanish and 
English which gives lingual sig- 
nificance to the changes that took 
place in values and attitudes ad- 
justments and variances that are 
still not settled today. Some were 
words that gave a Spanish sound to 
English words: chutear (to shoot), 
cho (show), chaque (chalk), brecas 
(brakes); even slang words were 
used: bote (ail, can), chante 
(house, shanty); but mosi were 
original words that sounded 
Spanish: placa (police), vesca 
(marijuana), carnal (brother), 
huisa (girl), carrucha(car), pistiar 
(to drink), and frajo (cigarette). 
The speech pattern of this breed 
of Chicano varied with Spanish, 
English and Pachuco words. 

The Pachuco generation has 
grown up; many of them hold down 
respectable jobs, Their children, 


sitting in them. And the climax 
was yet to come. Bursby 
introduced parliamentary pro- 
cedure to this shambles! How do 
you do it Bursby? 

Try to imagine the scene. On 
the left side of the stage we have 
the screaming liberal chorus, on 
the right side, the conservative 
contraltos, and to top it all off, 
in the center of the stage the 
‘‘ambulating anarchists’’, and into 
this Bursby introduces par- 
liamentary procedure! The 
moment is unparalleled in comedy 
history. 

Nonetheless, it is my duty as 
critic to find fault in one or two 
areas of the production, First 
of all, the ushers should have kept 
out the students. The sight of all 





third generation Chicanos, are still 
having to contend with the dominant 
culture. These young Chicanos 
too have insulated themselves for 
self-defense purposes by their 
dress, language, social habits, and 
in the fifties went to khaki pants, 
French toed shoes and sport shirts, 
In the sixties the styles are more 
modern, Ivy League or Continental, 
perhaps indicative of the process 
of assimilation. A few ‘“‘vato 
locos’’ keep the khaki style going, 
but Anglo power isolates them with 
imprisonment and extinction isthe 
end result, Nevertheless, even 
the more modern styles cannot 
escape the reality of where they 
live, who they associate with, the 
Anglo community that doesn’t 
accommodate them, their low edu- 
cational achievement, constant 
police harassment, and a number 
of other items that keep the pro- 
cess of acculturation from being 
completed — but mainly the Anglo 
racist mentality, Today the fusion 
of cultures is still going on in 
the barrio as the young Chicano 
shapes a new culture for tomorrow 
—LA RAZA NUEVA! 


those serious students, some of 
them in tears, was a jarring note 
and marred the genera! hilarity, 

But the most important fault 
is not that of the cast of players 
or the director, It is simply that 
the whole idea was too far out, 

Comedy must have anelement of 
be lievability. It is asking too 
much of us to ask us to believe 
that our faculty would ever behave 
like that, Why, ifour faculty really 
was like that, how could we res- 
pect them?

Speech-Drama Annex To Feature Innovations 


Barring unforseen delays, by 
April of 1970 Sacramento State 
College should have 2 new $1.2 
million Speech-Drama addition 
which is expected to be the envy 
of institutions of higher education 
throughout California, 

The construction project, which 
is being built by the Nimbus Con- 
struction Company of Sacramento, 
will provide a two-story speech 
therapy wing; a theatrical scene 
shop, the like of which does not 
now exist on the West Coast; 
a flexible theater workshop capabie 
of producing dramatic productions 
under four different stage arrange - 
ments; and a remodeled speech 
building providing a make-up 
workshop, a sound recording room 
and other vitally needed facilities 


which are not now available atSSC, 


The theater workshop, the 
speech therapy wing and the 
building remodeling have been de- 
Signed by the Sacramento ar- 
chitectural firm of Raymond R, 
Franceschi. The scene shop has 
been designed by the State Office 
of Architecture and Construction 
from preliminary designs worked 
out by Larry Shumate, associate 
professor of speech at SSC, 


Audiology Lab 


The two-story speech clinic, 
which replaces the crowded 
quarters now occupied on the 
ground floor of the present speech 
building, will contain clinical 
testing rooms, training lab- 
oratories, faculty offices and an 
audiology laboratory equipped for 
the testing and diagnosis of hearing 


problems, The audiology center 
will be equipped with particularly 
sensitive sound proofing so that the 
exact threshold testing of hearing 
abilities may be accomplished. 

The speech clinic is an adjunct 
of the SSC speech program by 
which speech therapists are 
educated at SSC, The speech 
clinic is also used by the speech 
therapy faculty and by the students 
ma joring in speech therapy 
to provide clinical help for school 
age children with speech and 
hearing difficulties. Director of 
the speech clinic is Dr, Mary jane 
Rees. She is assisted by Dr, 
Oliver Skalbeck, professor of 
speech. 

The clinic cooperates with the 
Sutter Memorial Clinic and the 
Faster Seal Clinic, other speech 
therapy centers in the Sacramento 
area, 

The new speech correction 
facilities will allow the expansion 
of the speech correction program 


to include a larger number of 
graduate student trainees, Dr. 
Rees said, 


The scene shop, a three-story- 
plus-basement structure to be built 
on the back end of the present 
stage of the SSC Little Theater, 
will feature a two-story scene- 
painting frame, which will allow 
the painting in a single piece of 
a backdrop 48 feet wide by 20 
feet deep, according to Shumate. 
The painting frame will be con- 
structed on a sliding chassis which 
will allow it to be moved from 
the basement up through the first 
floor, to be painted on both levels 
simultaneously.

projector mounted in the ceiling 
of the main scene shop, a large 
scene can be projected onto can- 
vas laid on the floor of the 
scene shop. Once the appropriate 
areas are sketched in, the whole 
massive scene can then be lifted 
to the paint frame where it can 
be rendered in final color and 
form. 


Lots of Storage 


The basement of the scene shop 
will provide extensive storage 
areas. The main scene shop, which 
will provide a carpentry shop and 
movable hoist, occupies most of 
the first and second floor areas 
of the main building, but the second 
floor will also provide a design 
classroom and an office overlook- 
ing the scene shop. The third 
floor of the scene shop itself wil! 
contain a costume storage area 
and a 30 foot by 30 foot classroom 
devoted to puppetry teaching. This 
classroom wil! also offer a small 
puppet theater. 

Facilities in connection with the 
costume area include a costume 
laboratory and auxiliary rooms 
containing was ing, drving and 
dry-cleaning equipment. The third 
floor will also offer a costume 
fitting room and a room to contain 
a theater reference library. 

The new scene shop will have 
access to the main stage of the 
Little Theater through an 18 foot 
by 20 foot rectangular arch which 
was merely bricked in when the 
origina! Little Theater building 
was constructed soon after the 
college was occupied in 1953. 

The new theater worksnop, 
which will be located off to the 
east side of the scene shop, is an 
unusual octagonal building which 
will feature a stage area some 


52 feet in diameter with a 16- 
foot ceiling. The theater wil! be 
able to accommodate audiences 
of up to 200 and as small! as 


several dozen depending upon the 
flexible seating arrangement which 
is established for the particular 
production. 

rhe theater 
adapted to arena 
theater-in-the-round, to thrust 
Staging, to the historic court 
theater style and the proscenium 
Stage technique.

One unique feature of the theater 
workshop will be a _ ceiling of 
removable acoustical grids, which 
will allow the production designer 
to place a variety of localized 
lighting through these grid open- 
ings upon any small section of the 
stage. 


Design of the theater workshop 
calls for an i8-foot octagonal 
section in the center of the stage, 
from which the flooring can be 
removed to provide a 
pit. Such a pit will give additional 
flexibility to the productions de- 
signed for the theater workshop. 


recessed 


\cross the inside front of the 
theater workshop, elevated above 
the stage and audience area, will 


be located a control room which 
will be fitted with special acoustical 
windows which can be opened 
during rehearsal sessions and 
closed during performances. 

Remodeling of the band rehear- 
sal room will provide room for a 
make-up workshop and for 
additional storage space. Other 
remodeled classrooms will pro- 
vide additional facilities for sound 
recording, for dressing rooms and 
for added space for the campus 
radio station, KENS-FM 

Cost of the project is $1,187,386. 


Bids for the construction of the 
new facility were opened on 
October 10, and the construction 


project is now underway.

Santa Cruz Successful

a ''B” or a “‘C*’ for that matter. 

None of these siudents will have 
grades, 

Tne school, one of the nine 
campuses of U.C,, was started in 
the fall of 1965 on the ‘‘pass-fail’’ 
system. In other words, thereare 
no letter grades given, no percen- 
tages, no class ranking — just 
“pass’’ or ‘‘fail.”’ 

This year’s graduating class 
will be the first to complete a full 
four-year course under the 
system, which was set up for five 
years as an experiment, 

‘But it is a cinch that it will 
be kept,’’ says Peter Braun, a 
senior, ‘‘It is liked by the faculty 
and the students both.”’ 

“The pass-fail system is one 
of the things that brought me 
here,"" says Nancy Coleman, a 
junior from Santa Monica, 


No Problems 


One of the questions brought 
up by the system was how it would 
affect people who wanted to go on 
with post-graduate work, But 
apparently it has not worked 
against them since graduates have 
been accepted by Harvard Law 
School, University of Minnesota, 
Oxford, | niversity of Colorado and 


University of Chicago, among 
others, a spokesman said. 
Other schools, such as Keed 


College in Portland, Ore,, have 
experimented with the ‘‘pass-fail’’

An Example 


Such an evaluation might say: 

““Student’s papers seem to show 
an insight into political theory. 
The first paper on Plato was fine 
but the second paper was weaker. 
However, the final paper brought 
all his ideas into focus,”’ 

This evaluation is given only 
in classes of 35 or less, For 
larger classes, where the teacher 
may not know each student well- 
enough, there is only the “‘pass- 
fail.’’ 

Students are allowed to read 
their evaluations, when made. 

“It is a lot easier not to work 
for grades, You can learn for 
learning’s sake,"’ says MissCole- 
man, 

Marilyn Shea, a senior who 
transferred to Santa Cruz from a 
junior college, agrees. 

‘I found I was brought to a 
different type of competition,”’ she 
Says. ‘I compete with myself. 
It makes me want to perform my 
best. I find what I think is in- 
teresting and concentrate on it. 
Che competition with myself is 
more intense and more rewarding, 
The evaluation is much more re- 
vealing.

\n assembly was originally set at 
that time for yesterday at 3 p.m., 
but was subsequently rescheduled 
for Friday to allow more time for 
preparation, 

According to faculty officials, 
it is hoped that the assembly will 
help to relieve any dissatisfaction 
which might arise on the campus 
and to provide « ready avenue of 
communication between the stu- 
dents and the administration.

Specialization 


In comparing the two types of 
football played in high school and 
college, Scorza sees specialization 
as a key factor. 

High school practice sessions 
consist of about three hours of 
boredom with everyone always to- 
gether, whereas on the college 
practice field there are numerous 
speciality coaches looking over 
every position from QB to de- 
fensive linemen, Notime is wasted 
with one player learning another's 
moves, 

At SSC gridders are out on the 
field at 2:00 p.m. and know that 
they will be on their way home 
at 4:00 p.m., if not earlier, This 
gives them reason to give their 
all and all for the time that they 
are out with the pigskin. 

Opposition and the caliber of 
ball is tougher at SSC than in high 
school or junior college. HS and 
JC schedules can always find a 
few pushovers but in FWC play 
the teams are well matched, 
“At Sac State it is rare that you 
run over a team, like we did 
USF, even if they're the lousiest 
club in the league, on paper, they’re 
still tough to me,’’ explains Scorza, 

While playing with the Hornets,

“Christmas Nightingale” To Feature 
Unique Scenery Of Early Poland 


**The Christmas Nightingale,’’ 
a children’s theatre presentation 
which opens December 6 in the 
Little Theatre, offers a scenic 
representation of fifteenth century 
Poland, 

Paul R, Waldo, the newest 
member of the SSC drama- speech 
faculty, is the scenic designer for 
the show. 

The basic unity of the three 
acts relies on the use of lines of 
the Ogee Arch. It is Islambic 
in influence and has a pointed top 
similar to Russian structures, The 
Szopka, 4 Polish puppet stage, 
also has the same kind of structure. 
The furniture, featuring high 
straight back chairs, is another 


uniforming line in the play. 

Much of the furniture for the 
show is hand-built, with each piece 
taking from 10 to 15 man hours to 
construct, The pieces are 
authentic representations of the 
period, even to the flowers painted 
on the chair backs, They combine 
warm brown colors. 

Act one takes place in a char- 
coal-burner’s cabin with golds, 
ambers, and browns to set the cozy 
atmosphere. 

Act two is a street scene in 
front of a castle and cooler colors 
are used, One of the walls was 
built specifically for a dancer who 
leaps the wall and then does a 
hack flip off of it. 


Act three is in the inerior 
of the castle which has an eastern 
Gothic influence. 

The tops of the three sets are 
the only parts of the set which 
lend themselves to fantasy because 
they are fragmentary, The colors 
of the sets are softened to create 
a light children’s atmosphere for 
the show. The sets are built 
to scale for the arena and the prob- 
lems of moving each separate act 
is solved by rolling platforms and 
flying scenery,
